The Tidal Stakes, at 
a mile and a quarter, for three-year rdds. and one 
irf the IVmey Island Jockey Club's uii>st iuii>ortant 
events, the Foam, another old established fixture at 
five furlongs, for two-year-olds, and the valuable 
]teai*on Steeplei'huse over the full course promised 
and were indeed productive of high class sport. 

The trimly-built, but average sized Accountant, 
wlileh ap|>eared dwarfed alongside the gigantic 
Keene pair. Bohemian and Kuroki. proceeded to 
give a stout-lieartiHl and convincing exhibition in 
tlie*big three-year old stake by taking tiie lead at 
the start and never relinquishing it in favor of 
the stable with two strings to its bow, each of 
wliieh was alternately sent along and saved at 
difTcrent intervals during the running in a eoni- 
Idued effort to lK‘at the fiyiiig leader. The Keene 
pair run like a team behind Accountant until right 
at the end. where Boliemian drew out and ehaileuged 
and Andrew .Miller’s Bull's Eye dropianl from the 
clouds to earn third place from tlie tiring Kuroki. 
The others were beaten off after going the first 
quarter. The showing of Harry Payne Whitney's 
Pegasus, half-brother to the t*eleltrated David Gar- 
rick was particularly disappointing. 

Oran. W. O'B. .Macdouough's Culifornia-bretl colt, 
rediM'iued himself In the Fosim Stakes, over live 
furlongs of the Futurity course, by a decisive vic- 
tory over Su|>ernian. which is considered the equal 
of Ballot, ills stable (*«Mnpanioii. and recent conqueror 
of the sensational Water Pearl, Today’s achieve- 
ment establisiies the temimrary supremacy of the 
ttssary — Sloe two-year-old in the present season's 
Juvenile division. 

.%s a siiectacle the steeplechase was one of the 
most interesting and fascinating on record. D«*l- 
t'unta. the heavily-supported favorite, i'oufirmed the 
prevailing iiii|)ression that he was a non-stayer. 
'I’lie venerable Grandpa, which is improving witli 
age. took tlie race with serene ease. 

'The western mure, Nannie IIo«lge. which was 
tlionglit to have been harshly treated by Handi 
ca t»|K*r Vosburgh. surprised everybody and confoundisl 
the kickers by running off with tlie opening sprint. 

Iieadetl by Frank Farrell, 
liroiight off a big i-oiqi on .Vrklirta in the mile selling 
and another representative from W. W. Darden’s 
stable. .Miss Crawford, easily vanquished the crack 
Dishabille, over the grass course, iu the <Miicludlng 
race of the day. 

Billy Porter, lietting commissioner for Kola^rt 
Tucker, former trainer of Accountant, placed one 
wager alone of $10,000 to $7,000 witli George Rose 
on the crack Filigraine — Reckon colt in the 'I'idal 
Stakes. Strange as it m.iy appear, the high-priceil 
thrc*e-year-old carried only a modest sentimental 
wager for his owner. James Buchanan Brady. . 

Tliere was a regular cloudburst between the third 
and fourtli races. The track was deluged with 
water and resembled a canal during the running 
of the 'I'idal Stakes. Jimmy Rowe gave up all holies 
of winning tlie big race so far as Bohemian was 
«*oinerued and ap|H*ured the most surprised man cMi 
Hie track over tlie forward running of the Englisli- 
bred colt. Millionaires in the iiaddcwk were offering 
$50 aplcie for umbrellas during the deluge.

WINS THE MERCHANTS STAKES IN RUNAWAY 
FASHION AT LATONIA.

Con- 
cert was known to have no aversion for mud and 
with the light impost of 86 pounds it would cer- 
tainly seem that she had more than a look in fur 
the event, but she has been tiring iu her races 
lately and many shrewd horse people concluded that 
she could not stay the mile route. This accounted for 
the exceedingly long price of 20 to 1 that was 
|H>sted against her at one stage of the betting. 
Concert spreadeagled her company and won as her 
rider pleased. The stake was worth $2,185 to the 
winner, bat her owner was deprived of $1,100 of 
this amount. C. C. McCafferty bidding tbe filly up 
from the entered price of $900 to $2,0(X>. For an 
advance of $5 Concert was bought in for tbe stable. 

Today's card was a good one, with a steeplechase 
over the short course, and a two-year-old race at 
live* and a half furlongs that brought out some of 
the best youngsters at tbe track, as added attrac- 
lious. The usual big Saturday holiday crowd was 
ill attcHidauce and the speculation was much*better 
than at aq.v previous time during the week. 

In the third race, which was at five furjongs. a 
number of juveniles that are eligible to the $2,000 
l.'inclunati trophy to be run Tuesday went to the 
I>o8t. I.,a Veita’s victory, iu view of the fact that 
she carried top weight — 118 pounds, and conceded 
weight to all her eompetitors, was impressive. 

It was a busy day for tbe selling race operators, 
in addiion to tbe bidding up of Concert, J. C. Milam 
got it also iu tbe first race, when bis Belle Scott 
was bid iq> by Frank Doss from $800 to $1,100. 
.Milan) liougiit the filly in. Doss also was anxious 
to secure Nouic Lucille, winner of tbe sixth race, 
estimating her value at $400 alnive the entered 
figure of $700. 'frainer Davis retained her for the 
stable. Uncle Henry, winner of tbe last race and 
entered for $IXK>, was some time back claimed from 
a selling race from Captain Buiibury. Today Cap- 
tain Buiibury's agent bid him up to $900, but be 
was rctaiiipd with an advance bid. Frank Doss is 
evidently rankled over the claiming of bis horse 
Wexford by Ed. Dealy some days ago. for yesterday 
be claimed J. C. Milam’s Captain Bush. C. C. Mc- 
Cafferty says be is iu the selling race game to 
stay and that lie is ready to pit himself against 
the field. ‘‘I want cheap horses,” said Mc‘Cafferty 
totlay, “Mild 1 think that’s the way to get them 
just now."
